3. Officers, non-commissioned olticers,, 
‘and men taken. prisoners before Novem- 
bers 1916, and interned in Switz rlond 
Lon the ground of ill-health‘ were, with 
certain exceptions, to be repatriated 
without regard to rank or number. 

4. -Invalids were to be. repatriated or 
interned in Switzerland under the Berne 
Agreement of March 15,1914. . :
